During the past two weeks a gang! 


of workmen has been engaged in tear-' 
ing out the inside of the old mill of the 
Grand Kapids Milling company, and 
at the present time the greater part of 
the internal arrangement* have been 
taken out. 


The necessity of tearing down the 


old mill is imperative, as when the 
dam is built the water will cover the 
ground where the mill now stands and 
there will be no sign that a mill ever 
existed there. 


The old mill has occupied the present 


site for nearly half a century, having 
built along about 185S by 
the late 


•George \Veller. Since tlut time it 
has been added to several times, with 
improvements and 
additions, until 


there is but little semblance of the 
original structure. 


The company expects to be tran- 


sacting business in their new office in 
a few weeks now, altho the new mill 
will not be grinding for some little 
time, owning to \he fact 
that the 


machinery has not been received, and 
when it has been, some time must 
elape in placing it in position. 


I he new mill will certainly be a thing | 


of beauty when completed, and is near 
enough now to show what it is going 
to be like, and there is no doubt that 
the new concern will turn out a lirst 
class quality of product and a large 
amount of it. There is no question 
but what the location is much better

The land to be offered includes 
in all about 340,000 acres.

.all suitable for agricultural purposes, 
s'mie contain a sprinkling of pine and 
others contain hardwood timber. The 
best of the hardwood land is'Said to be 
in Forest and Vilas counties.

taken out. 


The necessity of tearing down the 


old mill is imperative, as when the 
dam is built the water will cover the 
ground where the mill now stands and 
there will be no sign that a mill ever 
existed there. 


The old mill has occupied the present 


site for nearly half a century, having 
built along about ISoS by 
the late 


-George Weller. Since that titne it 
-has been added to several times, with 
improvements and 
additions, until 


there is but little semblance of the 
-original structure. 


The company expects to be tran- 


sacting business in their new office in 
a few weeks now, altho the new mill 
will not be grinding for some little 
time, owning to \he fact that the 
machinery' has not been received, and 
•when it has been, some time must 
elapse in placing it in position. 


The new mill will certainly be a thing 


of beauty when completed, and is near 
enough now to s,how what it is going 
to be like, and there is no donbt that 
the new concern will turn out a first 
-class quality of product and a large 
amount of it. There is no question 
but what the location is much better 
than that of the old mill and the ease

One of the 


latest big fellows to be caught in the 
toils is James T. Metcalf, who was at 
the head of the money order depart- 
ment of the country. 
He was ac- 


cu«ed of fleecing the government out 
of a large amount of money by letting 
contracts for printing to parties who 
were not entitled to same. 
i rom 


what one may glean from the news- 
paper reports and the testimony given 
by those caught there was a general 
understanding that things were de- 
cidedly rotten in Denmark, but that 
each 'refrained from saying anything 
about the other, being engaged in 
the same game himself. The kind of 
swindling took almost every 
form, 


some receiving money for awarding 
contracts, some received salaries for 
which they perform no services, some 
were on the payrole in two different 
capacities, and various other schemes 
were worked. 
It seems impossible to leave a man 


in public office any length of time 
without his becoming a crook, and to 
•what extent this crookedness is carried 
on by government employes is only- 
known to the men who have spent 
some time at Washington and have 
been where they could see the inside 
working 
of things down there.

to 
entirely 


prevent these robberies, but they can 
be abated somewhat by having an 
occasional change of administration 
as it takes a new man a little time to 
get the run of things and find out 
•who he can trust.

TITLE PAGES. 


They "Were t'nlsuowu Until After ttte 


Invention of 1'rlnUllK. 


The most surprising thing in the- his- 


tory of the title page is the fact that 
it was utterly unknown until a few 
yours after the invention of printing. 
iu the days before that great era. when 
all hooks wore in manuscript, no scribe 
ever thought of prefacing his work 
with a separate page or leaf devoted to 
the title. 


AVhen printing took the place of writ- 


ing, 
changes came gradually. In many 


early printed books there was stili 
scop'e for handwork. Initial letters were 
left for the "rubrisher." as he wa< 
called, to decorate and illuminate 1)7 
hand. 


As books multiplied this practice, of 


course, soon died out. 
Occasionally 


wealthy anil luxurious book ownors 
would employ a skillful illuminator to 
adorn the pa ires and margins of a prim- 
ed book just as in former days manu- 
scripts had been illuminated. 


The manuscript practice of surround- 


ing the text witli an ornamental border 
was also often applied to early printed 
books. 
The introduction of the title 


page showed the same mingling of old 
and new. 


Printing was invented about 1430, 


but no title page, properly so c-alied, is 
known before 1470. In the earliest ex- 
amples the title is either, as in manu- 
scripts, given in the first two or three 
lines of the first page, to be immedi- 
ately followed by the printed text, or 
is simply, as it has been called, a la- 


! bel—that is, it consists of a very brief 


title at the top of a blank pau:e. 


There was one curious exception. A 


"Kalendar" printed by Katdolt at Ven- 
ice in 147t! has a full title paue in the 
modern style. ThN remarkable page 
consists of an introductory poem sur- 
rounded on three sides by ornamental 
borders, with, at the bottom, the place 
of priming and date—"Venetiis. 147<V 
—and the names of the printers. 


But this is quite an exceptional in 


stance. 
Such a title page is hardly 


found again for twenty years and did 
not become common till about 1-120, 
more than forty years later. 


A particularly noticeable feature in 


many title pages of the sixteenth and 
early 
seventeenth 
centuries is the 


length of the descriptive titles. 
Con- 


troversial pamphlets and books of trav- 
el and adventure especially have titles 
which are extraordinarily long winded. 
The whole page is filled with small 
type, sriving an analysis of the contents 
of book or pamphlet. 


Then toward the end of the seven- 


teenth century and through its suc- 
ces^or came the reign of the bold and 
plain title paee, and the plain titie has 
lasted until the present day.

From Nubia. 


1 Dealers In wild nnituuls get most of 
their lions from Nubia. There the na- 
'tives search for a lioness with newborn 
•cubs, kill the mother and bring up the 
.young beasts on goats' milk. 
When 


they are two months old they are taken 
to the coast on the backs of camels and 
shipped to Europe. Lions are also ob- 
tained from Abyssinia and Senegal. 
Formerly the Atlas mountains furnish- 
t^d the finest lions, but the species now 
no longer exists except a few speci- 
mens in menageries. 
Adult Nubian 


lions are worth $1,000 apiece, while 
Senegal lions range in price from $500 
to $750. 


Tigers vary in price from $375 to $1,- , 


500 apiece and more, according to the j 
variety and rarity of the animal. Si- j 
iberian tigers, for instance, sell at the ; 
latter figure. They are large, beauti- j 
fully striped creature1?. In the winter • 
they grow a long, woolly winter coat. ! 
Some full grown tigers are captured in 
I 


pitfalls, but most specimens of these ! 
animals are caught while small cubs ' 
and raised on milk. 


The hippopotamus, the 
rhinoceros 


and the giraffe are difficult to secure. 
It is practically impossible to capture 
a full grown beast of these species, and 
the young ones are hard to rear. A 
baby hippopotamus will drink thirty 
pints of milk a day and a baby rhi- 
noceros almost as much. Thus it re- 
quires the presence of a large herd of 
goats in the wilderness to supply milk 
for such creatures. A hippopotamus IB 
worth from $2.500 to $3,000, a rhinoc- 
eros slightly more, while giraffes sell at 
$2^500 or more, according to size, age 
and condition.
